Charles Ferrero, the specinl musie teacher
of the school, had just finished giving his in.

an apileptic fit on the second landing.

A colored lad coming in a fow moments
later found him lying there, and going to one |
of the assistant lady tenchers on that floor
reported that there was a dend man out in
the hallway.

The fact was immediately reported to Vice-
Principal Van Cott, who was on the top
floor, and who immedstely burried down
stairs, followed by Mr. Rice, one of his as.
wistants,

He rocognized Mr. Ferrero, and lis first
fmpulse was to send out an ambulance call
from the special box, which is located in the
school-houss. In the exoilement of the mo.
ment, however, he failed to observe l]m.iu.
structions in the box and sent out both fire
and ambulance cal s at onoce.

No.1 eamo up at full speed, followed in

nick succession by Fugines 40 and 10 and

ook snd Ladder No. 7. ‘“Ihe firemen were
nll prepared for desperate work, kuowin
whnu!ﬁm patic in o school.houso is, and
begau st once 1o run out hose, while severn
of them mnde o rush for the door.

They were met in the hallway by Miss
Murray, who had left her sclioolroom when
the excitement began, and who thmud them
not to come into the bnilding and to make ne
little noise as onsible for fear of frightening
the children.

In a few words she had explained the ennse
of the trouble and the false alarm, and Chief
Gileguel ordered the various companies to wo
binek to their quarters as guietly ns possilily,
